This itemwas continued from January 14, 1997.

Dean Di ederich, Principal Planner, Departnment of Comrunity Devel oprment, revi ewed background information contained in a staff
report dated January 3, 1997 and answered questions of the Board concerning a request for a Moratorium fromthe Cold Springs
Community Associ ation (CSCA) regardi ng acceptance of new Conprehensive Plan Amendnent Applications in the Cold Springs and Long
Val | ey Hydrographic Basin (Washoe County Devel opment Code, Article 208, North Valleys Area). M. Diederich explained that staff
has reviewed the request; and that staff is recommending an alternative solution that nay be nore expeditious if the Board
believes that there is a need to change the currently adopted North Valleys Area Plan and Devel opment Code related text. He

advi sed that the main concern expressed by the Association involves water resource issues for the Cold Springs and Long Vall ey
Hydr ographi ¢ basin; that staff has noted over the past two years, although an adopted | and use plan is in place and is copacetic
today, and that in the long-term they have identified a need to continue nonitoring avail able resources relating to demand.

M. Diederich further explained that the Cold Springs Community Association has noted that a nunmber of applicants are still com ng
forth requesting changes to the adopted North Valleys Area Plan to intensify |and use; that they have a concern that if
docunent ati on suggests that there is a need to nonitor this situation in the future, and that Washoe County is in a five-year

wat er resource evaluation for the Cold Springs Hydrographic basin, why are applicants still com ng forward, and, therefore, have
requested that the County no | onger process Conprehensive Anendnent requests in the Cold Springs and Long Vall ey Hydrographic
basin until results of the water resource eval uati on have been conpleted and accepted by the State Engineer's O fice. M.

Di ederich then reviewed four options available to the Board concerning this matter stating that staff has recommended Option "D'
that that they do not recommend the noratorium approach; and that the North Valleys Citizens Advisory Conmittee has endorsed

Option "D'" as well. He then discussed perennial yields which determ ne how nuch water is available on a yearly basis to support
growt h and devel opnent stating once again that a problem does not exist today; that in the next five years they hope to have a
much better idea of how rmuch water will be available in the basin; that there is no need to nake adjustnents to the adopted | and

use plan at this tine; and that staff has reconmended deni al of any requests that may intensify land use in those hydrographic



basi ns.

Bill Thomas, representing Sumrit Engineering and Lifestyle Hones/Cold Springs 2000, requested an assurance that their hol dings and
current |and use designations would not be adversely affected by this proposal

Kelly Probasco, Chairnman, Cold Springs Community Association, referred to correspondence presented to himby staff indicating it
was not generated by the Cold Springs Comrunity Association. He then read a letter into the record fromPatricia Rosaschi, a CSCA
Board Member who also reiterated that the correspondence did not cone fromtheir Association; and that they will continue to
encour age devel opers to participate in community workshops.

Grace Bukowski, Chairman, Cold Springs Water Conmittee, stated that she is present today to support the adopted | and use plan and
the draft regional water managenent plan. She then reviewed results of the Water Conmittee's Water Resource Findings prepared by
the Cold Springs Comunity Association which was placed on file with the C erk.

Lorraine Hi ghsmith and Pat Fl aniger, Cold Springs residents, discussed various conponents of the Devel opnent Code and benefits of
the public hearing process.

Bob Lissner, representing Lifestyle Hones and Cold Springs 2000, stated that although there have been several interpretations of
studies perforned in Cold Springs; that they all utilized water demand figures considerably higher than what Lifestyle Hones has
proven in Sun Valley; that the studies do not reflect |ower water use that Lifestyle Home owners use due to the installation of

| ow use fixtures and smaller |ots sizes; and that none of the studies reflect that approxinmately half of the water consunmed in
Cold Springs and in their hones is not totally utilized as it either goes back into the ground as recharge or is cleaned up and is
used for irrigation.

Duane Meyer, a resident of Cold Springs, stated that Reno Park Water custoners serves approximtely 1,000 new hones at this tineg;
that to add to this would decrease their water resources and greatly inpact their septic systems if water |evels are not carefully
noni t or ed.

June Link, a resident of Cold Springs and CSCA Treasurer, stated that contrary to M. Lissner's testinony that he has had the
opportunity to review the water report prepared by G ace Bukowski presented at a neeting in Decenber when M. Lissner was in
att endance.

M ke Lynch, representing the Northern Nevada Buil der's Association, stated that nechanisns already exist within the community to
ensure that a project has avail able resources before they are approved; and that a change to this approval process could set a
negati ve precedent.

Martha Birdsall, a resident of Cold Springs, stated that she has seen trenmendous growth in Cold Springs since the purchase of her
home in 1978; that the increase in water demand has required the 7-11 store |ocated near her residence to install an unsightly
above-ground septic system and that she is hopeful that these structures will not continue to be constructed if nore build out

occurs in the area.

Vi ce Chai rman Bond comended Col d Springs residents for their proactive role concerning this issue and addressing their concerns
with the community.

In response to Comni ssioner Galloway's inquiry regarding staff's determination of reasonabl e discharge figures for Cold Springs,
M. Diederich advised that currently the value is 1,000 acre feet; 500 for Cold Springs and 500 for Long Valley; and that the
St ate Engi neer has issued 1,700 acre feet of water rights to Reno Park Water Conpany which is based on perennial vyield.

Fol | owi ng di scussion, on notion by Conmmi ssioner Gall oway, seconded by Comn ssioner Shaw, which nmotion duly carried, Vice Chairnmn
Bond ordered that the foll owing Option be approved as anended by staff:



Option D. Initiate by m nute resolution a possible amendnment of the Washoe County Conprehensive Plan - North Valleys Area Plan and
t he Washoe County Devel opment Code, Article 208, North Valleys Area to limt the subnmittal of conprehensive plan anendnent
requests to intensify land use in the Cold Springs and Long Vall ey Hydrographic Basin until the conpletion of the County's water
resources investigation and/or a change in the avail able supply of water resources is recognized in the Regional Witer Managenent
Pl an. This option would recognize that the recently adopted policies may not offer sufficient clarity, or protection, to
adequately consider the water resource situation in the two hydrographic basins. This option would also provide for the conplete
techni cal description of the situation before the Planning Commi ssion and County Conmi ssion, without |losing any tinme if the
probl em warrants the attention as requested by the CSCA. Staff would seek the input and conment fromthe CSCA, the Reno Park Water
Conmpany and the North Valleys Citizen's Advisory Board regardi ng any proposed policy or code changes. Al Conprehensive Pl an
Amendrent applications filed prior to the adoption of any new policy, including the three current applications filed prior to
January 21, 1997, will be reviewed based on the currently adopted policy. Staff will work with all parties to devel op an
accept abl e understandi ng of what "intensification of |and use" nmeans as part of any new policy.

WHEREAS, the Board of County Conm ssioners of Washoe County, Nevada (the "Board," "County," and "State," respectively) proposes to
i ssue general obligation mediumterm notes or bonds of the County (the "Obligations") under Sections 350.085 through 350.095 of
Nevada Revi sed Statutes ("NRS"), bearing interest at a rate or rates which do not exceed by nore than 3% the "Index of Twenty
Bonds" nost recently published in The Bond Buyer before bids are received for such nmediumtermfinancing or a negotiated offer is
accepted, and maturing within 10 years of the date of issuance thereof, in order to pay all or a portion of the cost of acquiring,
constructing, inproving and equi pping public buildings, roads, parking |lots, conputer and communi cation projects, water nanagenent
and flood prevention projects and water projects within the County (the "Project"); and

WHEREAS, the Board has determ ned and hereby deternmines that legally available funds of the County will at |east equal the anmount
required in each year for the paynent of interest and principal on such nediumterm Obligations; and

WHEREAS, The County pursuant to Subsection 2 of NRS 350.087, proposes to publish a notice of its intention to act upon a
resol ution authorizing mediumterm financing; and

WHEREAS, the Board proposes to incur this general obligation after adoption of an authorization resolution at a public hearing
hel d at | east 10 days after publication of the notice described above.

NOW THEREFORE, BE | T RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COWM SSI ONERS OF WASHOE COUNTY, NEVADA:
Section 1. All action, proceedings, matters and things heretofore taken, had and done by the Board, and the officers thereof (not

i nconsistent with the provisions of this resolution) directed toward the i ssuance of the Obligations, be and the same hereby are,
rati fied, approved and confirned.



Section 2. The County Clerk be, and she hereby is, directed to publish a notice of intention to incur nmediumtermfinancing one
time in the Reno Gazette Journal, a newspaper of general circulation in the County, at |east 10 days prior to the date designated
for a hearing thereon.

97-96 STONEY BROOK DRI VE SPEED M TI GATI ON - ENG NEERI NG

Bob Schi ffmacher, a resident of Stoney Brook Drive, discussed a petition signed by residents primarily residing on Stoney Brook
Drive and intersecting streets requesting that stop signs be placed at four intersections for the purpose of mtigating speeding
in the nei ghborhood. He advised that a request for a study of traffic counts and speed nonitoring had been conpl eted; that staff
concurred that nmeasures should be taken to correct this situation; that their original request was for the installation of four
stop signs at Westridge, Floreca, Carey Hill, and Mahogany Drive at the intersection of Stoneybrook; that after driving the area
it was the consensus that this was excessive; and that the reconmendati on has been nodified to install stop signs at Stoney Brook
and Westridge and Stoneybrook and Carey Hill.

David Price, County Engineer, advised that he has nmet with the honeowners and find that their suggestion to change one stop sign

from Mahogany to Carey Hill is acceptable to staff, and as a result, he would request the recomendati on contained in his staff
report be changed to reflect the installation of two stop signs, one located at the intersection of Stoney Brook and Westridge
Drive and the other at the intersection of Stoney Brook and Carey Hill instead of Mahogany.

rate, the previous rate has been reduced by approxi mately two-thirds.

Conmmi ssi oner Gal |l oway commended t he Regi onal Water Conmi ssion, County staff and all participants for bringing this matter to a
resol ution.

M chael King, representing the Nevada Landscape Association, stated that they are in support of all anendnents to the plan with
t he exception of |anguage contained in Chapter 11; and that he would request that the wording be changed to include the entire
Landscape I ndustry instead of the Landscape Associ ation

Tom Gregory, Water & Land Use Pl anning Consultant, Loyalton, California, expressed concern regarding the rate analysis stating
that there appears to a shift in the original plan, although he has not had an opportunity to study it in nore detail

Fol | owi ng di scussion, on notion by Conmi ssioner Gall oway, seconded by Comni ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Vice

Chai rman Bond ordered that the Draft 1995-2015 Washoe County Conprehensive Regi onal Water Managenent Pl an be approved as anended
by the Water Pl anning Comr ssion subject to textural and arithnetical amendments identified by M. Wl ker including the
substitution of "Landscape Industry" for "Landscape Association" and the formula cal cul ati on concerning rates.

97- 101 THE ROLLER EDGE SPORTS FI TNESS CENTER - REQUEST FOR EMERGENCY FUNDI NG - HUMAN SERVI CE COORDI NATOR
John Maclntyre, County Manager, reviewed background information concerning a request by Robert Metz, President, The Roller Edge

Sports Fitness Center, for energency funding to help his business remain open until funding for the new year may be secured. M.
Macl ntyre expl ai ned that the Board heard this item on Decenber 17, 1996; that they indicated at that tine that the County may want



to assist M. Metz in this regard contingent upon participation fromother jurisdictions; that he had appeared before the Sparks
City Council on January 13, 1997 requesting simlar financial assistance; that they referred the matter to their staff for review
and that the Reno City Council indicated they would consider a |l oan to Roller Edge contingent upon a funding commtnment fromthe
ot her local jurisdictions.

Robert Metz, President of Roller Edge, described his facility stating that they serve approximtely 200 to 300 youths on weekends;
that along with skating, they have initiated concerts and entertainment and to date, they have not encountered any trouble that
has required police intervention. He explained that Carson City has made a request to bus their "at risk" programyouths to the
facility on the weekends; and that this has proven to be a facility to aid in keeping youths off the streets.

M. Metz further advised they have a nutual -aid agreenent with the Nevada Schol arshi p Foundation, a | ocal non-profit organization
and that any funding will be going through themto enable it to be tax deductible. He advised that when he appeared before the
City of Sparks, he was given the opinion that this was not in their jurisdiction; that they did not want to participate; that he
would Iike to nmodify his original request to exclude the City of Sparks; that they have since raised nonies fromprivate sources;
and that they now have approximately $74,000 in revenues generated over the last three nonths. M. Mtz stated that they applied
for grant noney; that they have applied for a consortiumgrant and a United Way Grant; and that they are working with the Sparks
YMCA to put together a programdealing with low incone families. He further stated that any funds com ng fromthe County woul d be
contingent upon a contract with the landlord assuring that the facility will remain open; and that the funds will not be used used
for back rent as a programis in place to cure this problem

In response to an inquiry by Madel yn Shipman, Assistant District Attorney, concerning an agreenent with the Nevada Schol arship
Associ ati on and whet her funds anticipated fromthe County would go to the Association for admi nistrative costs, M. Mtz replied
that this would not be the case; that they anticipate holding special fund raisers for the Association once they are fully
establ i shed and open; and that 100% of any noney received would go to the The Roller Edge for future funding and not towards
arrear ages.

M. Metz explained that they previously had a | ease which they defaulted on; that they have nade an offer to the owner of the
building to repay all of their back rent; and that he woul d request that any assistance received fromthe County be contingent
upon a new | ease agreenment which they are negotiating for a mninmum of one year, although he is hopeful that a three-year
agreenent can be obtai ned.

John Maclntyre County Manager expl ained that the County receives many requests froma nunber of non-profit organizations who
provi de community benefits; that several years ago the Board created a consortium fundi ng process to consider these requests; that
the comrittee establishes criteria, tinme lines, a review process and consists of a review comrittee who nake recomendati ons; that
various organi zations within the non-profit conmunity have dealt through this process over the past several years; and that due to
this process, an equity issue could exist in ternms of the process and other organi zati ons who have not received fundi ng should the
Board consi der approving this request today explaining that the next funding cycle for the next fiscal year will not begin until
July 1, 1997.

Conmmi ssi oner Shaw stated that as the Board's representative to the consortium he would concur with M. Maclntyre that all requests
for funding should go through the consortium process.

M. Metz stated that one of the conditions with the City of Reno is that they had to apply to the consortium for funding; that
this is an energency funding request that will take care of three nonths to keep the park operating until they can go through the
consortium process and ascertain the status of other grant funding applied for

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that they are already in default; that it is very probable that unless they obtain funding through the
consortium process that they will be back before this Board for funding to pay their rent fromthis point forward.

M. Metz explained that they have a "drop-dead" agreenent with the landlord; that if they are unable to obtain funding Roller Edge
will close; and if that should occur, 1,500 to 2,000 youths will be back on the streets.



Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he cannot support this request as M. Metz should go through the consortium process to ensure
this is an equitable situation.

M. Metz stated that the Board previously agreed to this request; and that he is appearing today to change one stipul ation

Conmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that M. Metz has already failed on the stipulation; that he has not seen a cancelled check fromthe
City of Reno; and that the City of Sparks has backed out. M. Mtz explained that they have net the City of Reno's stipulation
that he is neeting with their people this week to close the deal; and that they have gone to the public to make up the difference.
